Twenty years ago special- 
ists hi infant care said that 
babies should be fed Jour- 
hourly* and nor picked up 
too often. Great emphasis 
was placed on not spoiling 
babies

• Probably the most coiif using problem 
that modern parents have to cope with 
is when, and how, to introduce discipline.

Golden rules 
(for parents 

DERI are a few general rules for all parents 
in matters of discipline:

If parent* fail i<> (P -ach this, it is harder for 
leat hers and the child later 

• No child rnusi ever he told that his mother won t 
Lot.- him any more or that she will go away if he 
disobey*. The child will blame himself if die goes to 
hospital or even gels tilled in j car accident. 

• Coj|>oraL punishment should be used only if the 
duld i< endangering himself o r others, or the property 
of uihcrs, and when thete is no other way ot stopping 
him. He must never be smacked on the fare. 

• Parents should never fight battles the*- cannot 
jrttt, smh a» trying to make an I H-tnonth-old ear 
hi* dinner, or thank grandma, i here is n^ surer 
way of losing control of the siiuation.

The baby can have half 
a tablet (0.5 mem.) for 
the first year, ihen one tab- 
let (I mgm.) up to 11 
ye wis or age. He should 
have fluoride every day to 
pfOttftt the permanent 
teeth, whose enamel start* 
to form at birth.

A BABY neerk the opportunity and free- 
dom to mnvt and kkk. 
Never have bis eloihing or bedding too thick or 
tight, and, if the weal her permits, allow him to Jie 
outside with only a minimum of clothing. 

Too many clothes and "hothouse" ireatmcnt 
won t help the baby to learn to adjust to changes 
in temperature and make him more susceptible to 
eoldft, bronchitis, and pneumonia. 

Make sure that he is not cold, but fresh, cool aii 
is very beneficial. The more he « oui in the open 
the hardiec he will become and lhe less likely to 
catch chills. 

Sudden change* and extremes of temperature and 
dampness are harmful.

• Music today enters nearly everyone^ life, and though not every child 
has the musical talent to become a great composer or a popular star, every 
child deserves to be given a basic musical education. This is the opinion 
of GRACE MacGIBBON, Principal of the Council of Music and Drama, 
Queensland, whose story (below) advises parents on ways to make their 
children enjoy rather than endure music lessons*

Yearly tuning 

Remember, your piano 
should be tuned a( least once, 
n year, and underneath the 
keybemrd cleaned at the same 
time. 

Moving to the matter «f 
the music teacher, the im- 
portance of finding someone 
capable and enthusiastic can- 
not be over-emphasised. 

If the teacher lacks 
musical knowledge and 
teaching ability the pupil 
will waste valuable learning 
time and his pa rem s will 
waste their money 

li is wise to ask the 
tear her ytm srlert if his 
qualifications include a 
teaching diploma, as many 
diplomas, allowing a person 
to use Inters after his name, 
are for performance only 
and not fnr teaching. 

Also, in Australia, anyone 
may set himself up as a 
"Teacher of Music-" This U 
a profession where the law 
docs not protect the public. 

You may think that you 
only want your child to 
"amuse himself and his 
f fiends " musically, But he 
will never "amuse" anyone — 
n« matter how humble hi* 
musical aspirations —without 
a qualified teacher to train 
him 

L a j t J y, understanding 
parents are a "must," It is 
probable that few give wrious 
consideration to the un- 
doubted advantages of co- 
operation wilh the teacher. 

Ibr average parent bnvN 
the instrument and sefecls 
the teacher and leaves the 
rest to tbe pupil. 

IT he finds practice irk- 
some fur anv length of time, 
the parents agree lo dis- 
continue the lessnns This i* 
a mistake, as all children arr 



going to have periods of 
apathy, and just as they 11 red 
lo l>e made to learn school 
lessons so they must be made 
to learn music 

Every schoolchild is not 
going to he a Master o| Arts 
and every music student is 
noL going to be a proftSt- 
jtional musician, but this docs 
nnr mean that he need not 
study anything at all 

No one should grow up an 
ignoramus scholastics I ly or 
musically. 

T have been asked when it 
becomes apparent that a 
child has no real inclination 
and uu car fnr music. 

Can you think of any 
child who finds no pleasure 
in music at kindergarten, 
marching to music at school, 
singing school songs, listen- 
ing to pop tunes as he grow* 
older? 

No T ih> lark of inclination 
would purely be the time 
given to practice. 

But if the teacher makes 
mu*ic uiterrsting arid the 
parents are interested, ".here 
will only be intermittent 
*im« when a little discipline 
is required to keep junior 
practising. 

Often, the reason is that 
practice peril kIs are far too 
lung. Two or even three 
jj radices of about ten 
minutes* duration are all that 
are needed for the first term. 

After that, sufficient in- 
crease is about live mi miles 
daily each term until I be 
second year, when the child 
should be able in ronrm- 
traie for about half an hour 
twice daily. 

TVip length of time spent 
at the instrument will in- 
crease as thr pupil advances, 
until at the diploma or 
Crade 7 standard four or 
five hours a day can he taken 
as the minimum practice, 

Prnctire time 

You may have noticed 
that I made no attempt (n 
mention a definite length of 
practice lime Th*re are 
two reasons for this. 

Ftxsily, each child is an 
individual. Some are slower 
lo think than ol hers, and 
practice is three parts men- 
tal and one pari physical. 

Secondly, a beginner may 
lake 10 miiuiu-i 10 son his 
praeiirr out in the morning 
and 1!) minutes to do the 
untie thine in the aflrrnoofl-

As the pupil advances he 
has mure little pieces to 
play, more tunes to sight- 
read, and even scale* are 
interesting if played fas the 
Council of Music and Drama 
requires them) with chords. 

Regarding the "musical 
ear." counties* parents have 
told me their ehUdren had no 
ear for musir as they could 
nut "sing in tune." 

The v took this as the guide 
tn the child's musical aware- 
ness, overlooking the fact 
that '"singing in tune" is a 
ItnarV Some have it and 
some haven 1 1. 

Most of us hit on ibis 
knack of altering the pitch 
of tbe voice to sing tunes 
vve know, but many mnre 
have never found out bow h 
is done and need to be 
taught to do il.

6ART0K: Works for orchestra 

fjELA BARTOK. who died in 1945, was looked on by the 
conservatives of his own time as one of the most 
dangerous modernists. Time has show™ that in spite of the 
savage dissonances he used in some of Ids works his music 
has come to be accepted, and indeed popular, wiih audi- 
ences today. Possibly there is no composer of the bctween- 
wars period who is played now as much as Bartok. 

One reason for his ptr^i^arity is that for all his surface 
mocTemiim he kept strong tint* with the romantic past. 
This romantic element comes out strongly in a group of his 
earlier works for orchestra which have been recorded by 
Krnest Ansermet and ihe Suisse Rom a tide Orchestra for 
Decca. 

The earliest of these is the "Twa i'or traits'" (1908), a 
fine work in which Bartok treat* the same themes in two 
dinVrent way*— "idear and "grotesque." (The first of theic 
two movements is also the firsi movement of the recently 
rediscovered Violin Concerto No. I; it is a beautiful piece, 
made up of long, intertwining melodies.) 

The tuber works are the popular "Roumanian Dunces" 
(1915, orchestrated 1917} and the 1923 'Ttance Suite/' 
in a more sophisticated "folk'* style. Throughout his life, 
and particularly in 4he*e earlier yearn, Rartok was deeply 
influenced by folk music, especially that of his native 
1 iuiigary, 

Anscrmet'a interpretation brings out Bartok "i rharacter- 
istic energy and intensity with livelv lympathy.
